An  Act  to  provide  for  the  taking  over  for  a limited  period  of  the 
management  and  control,  and  the  subsequent  acquisition,  of  the 
undertaking  of  the  Oriental  Gas  Company  Limited 

Whereas  ii  is  expedient  to  provide  for  increasing  the  production  of 
gas  and  improving  the  quality  thereof  for  supply  to  industrial 
undertakings,  hospitals  and  other  welfare  institutions,  to  local  authorities 
for  sired  lighting  and  to  the  public  in  general  For  domestic  consumption 
and  for  that  purpose  to  provide  for  the  taking  over  Tor  a limited  period  of 
the  management  and  control,  and  the  subsequent  acquisition,  of  the 
undertaking  of  the  Oriental  Gas  Company  Limited  and  for  certain  other 
matters  incidental  and  ancillary  thereto; 

It  is  hereby  enacted  in  the  Eleventh  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India,  by 
the  Legislature  of  West  Bengal,  as  follows: — 

1.  { 1 ) This  Act  may  be  called  the  Oriental  Gas  Company  Act,  1960. 

(2)  It  shall  come  into  -force  on  such  date  as  the  State  Government 
may,  by  notification  in  the  Official  Gazette , appoint.

2.  In  this  Act  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires, — 

(1)  “Calcutta"  means  the  area  described  in  Schedule  I to  the 
Calcutta  Municipal  Act,  1951,  as  amended  by  notification 
under  section  594  of  that  Act  together  with  such  other  area 
or  areas  as  may,  from  time  to  lime,  be  specified  by  the  State 
Government  by  notification  in  the  Official  Gazette ; 

(2)  “Company"  means  the  Oriental  Gas  Company  Limited 
referred  to  in  Act  V of  1 857; 

(3)  “undertaking  of  the  Company"  means  the  properties  of  the 
Company,  movable  or  immovable,  other  than  cash  balances 
and  reserve  funds  but  including  works,  workshops,  plants,

machineries,  posts,  pipes,  pipe-lines,  appliances,  apparatus, 
accessories,  furniture,  equipments  and  stores,  and  lands 
appertaining  thereto,  actually  in  use  immediately  before  the 
commencement  of  this  Act,  or  intended  to  be  used,  in 
connection  with  the  production  or  gas  or  supply  thereof  in 
Calcutta  and  its  environs; 

(4)  "year1 11  means  a financial  year, 

3.  The  SLate  Government  may,  by  'notification  in  the  Official 
Gazette  (a  copy  of  which  shall  be  served  on  the  Company),  cake  over  For 
a period  of  five  years  with  effect  from  such  date  as  may  be  specified  in 
the  notification  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  appointed  day),  not  being 
earlier  than  seven  days  from  the  date  of  publication  of  the  notification  in 
the  Official  Gazette,  the  management  and  control  of  the  undertaking  of 
the  Company  for  the  purposes,  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions,  of 
this  Act. 

Transfer.  4,  2[Subjeci  to  the  provisions  of  sub-section  (2A)  of  section  7,  with 

effect  from  the  appointed  day  and  for  a period  of  five  years  thereafter,  or, 
in  die  case  of  acquisition  of  the  undertaking  of  the  Company  under  section 
7,  till  the  dale  of  such  acquisition,  whichever  is  earlier — J 

(a)  the  undertaking  of  the  Company  shall  stand  transferred  to 
the  State  Government  for  the  purpose  of  management  and 
control; 

(b)  the  Company  and  its  agents,  including  managing  agents,  if 
any,  and  servants  shall  cease  to  exercise  management  or 
control  in  relation  to  the  undertaking  of  the  Company; 

(c)  alt  contracts,  excluding  any  contract  or  contracts  in  respect 
of  agency  or  managing  agency,  subsisting  immediately 
before  the  appointed  day  and  affecting  the  undertaking  of 
the  Company  shall  cease  to  have  effect  or  to  be  enforceable 
against  the  Company  its  agents  or  any  person  who  was  a 
surety  thereto  or  had  guaranteed  the  performance  thereof  and 
shall  be  of  as  full  force  and  effect  against  or  in  favour  of  the 
State  of  West  Bengal  and  shall  be  enforceable  as  fully  and 
effectively  as  if  instead  of  the  Company  the  State  of 
West  Bengal  had  been  named  therein  or  had  been  a party 
thereto: 

Provided  that — 

(i)  except  where  the  State  Government  by  'notification  in 
the  Official  Gazette  otherwise  di reels,  the  provisions

(ii)  any  transfer  by  way  of  sale,  exchange,  gift,  mortgage, 
lease  or  otherwise,  affecting  the  undertaking  of  the 
Company  or  any  pan  thereof,  made  between  the  date  of 
commencement  of  this  Act  and  the  appointed  day  shall 
have  no  effect  whatsoever  and  shall  stand  cancelled, 
so,  however,  that  such  cancellation  shall  not  affect  any 
rights  which  the  transferor  and  the  transferee  may 
otherwise  have  against  each  other; 

(d)  subject  to  the  provisions  of  clause  (c),  any  proceeding 
pending  or  any  cause  of  action  existing  before  the  appointed 
day  in  relation  to  the  undertaking  of  the  Company  may  be 
continued  or  enforced  by  or  against  the  Stale  of  West 
Bengal  and  shall  cease  to  be  continued  or  enforced  by  or 
against  the  Company,  its  agents,  sureties  or  guarantors; 

(e)  persons  employed  by  the  Company  in  connection  with  the 
undertaking  of  the  Company  and  continuing  in  office 
immediately  before  the  appointed  day  shall  be  employed  by 
the  State  Government  on  such  terms  and  conditions,  not 
being  less  advantageous  than  what  they  were  entitled  to 
immediately  before  the  appointed  day,  ns  may  be  determined 
by  the  State  Government: 

Provided  that  the  State  Government  may,  iT  it  considers 
any  such  person  to  be  unsuitable,  discharge  him,  so,  however, 
(hat,  in  the  case  of  any  such  person  who  has  been  in 
continuous  service  under  the  Company  for  not  less  than 
one  year  immediately  before  the  appointed  day,  the 
14  of  1947,  provisions  of  section  25FF  of  the  Industrial  Disputes  Act, 

1947,  shall  be  applicable,  that  is  to  say,  such  discharge  shall 
not  take  effect  until  the  State  Government  has — 

(i)  given  him  notice  or  paid  him  wages  in  lieu  of  notice,  as 
provided  in  clause  (a),  and 

(ii)  paid  him  compensation  as  provided  in  clause  {b)> 
of  section  25F  of  the  said  Act. 


5-  (1)  On  Ihe  transfer  of  the  undertaking  of  the  Company  to  the  Delivery  of 

Stale  Government,  for  the  purpose  of  management  and  control,  under 
clause  (a)  of  section  4t  every  person,  including  a transferee  referred  to  in  ofilie 
the  proviso  to  clause  (c)  of  section  4,  in  whose  possession,  custody  or  fo 

control  the  undertaking  of  the  Company  or  any  part  thereof  may  Gm*:nimcni

(2)  If  any  person  refuses  or  fails  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
sub-section  (1),  an  officer  authorised  by  the  State  Government  in  this 
behalf,  shall, — 

(a)  if  he  is  a Magistrate,  enforce  the  delivery  to  the  Stale 
Government  of  possession  of  the  undertaking  of  the 
Company  or  any  part  thereof,  in  respect  of  which  such  refusal 
has  been  made  or  failure  lias  been  committed,  or 

(b)  if  he  is  not  a Magistrate,  apply  to  a Magistrate  or,  within  the 

town  of  Calcutta,  as  defined  in  section  3 of  the  Calcutta  Bcn.Aci 
Police  Act,  1866,  to  the  Commissioner  of  Police,  and  such  1Vof  1S66- 
Magistrate  or  Commissioner,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall 
enforce  the  delivery  to  the  Stale  Government  of  possession 
of  the  undertaking  of  the  Company  or  pan  thereof,  as  the 
case  may  be, 

(3)  Whoever  refuses  or  wilfully  obstructs  the  delivery  to  the  Slate 
Government  of  possession  of  the  undertaking  of  the  Company  transferred 
to  the  State  Government,  for  the  purpose  of  management  and  control, 
under  clause  (a)  of  section  4,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall,  on  conviction 
before  a Magistrate,  be  punishable,  without  prejudice  to  any  other  penally 
to  which  he  may  be  liable  under  any  other  Jaw  for  the  lime  being  in 
force,  with  fine  which  may  extend  to  one  thousand  rupees,

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6.  (1)  The  undertaking  of  the  Company  shall  be  run  by  the  State 
Government  and  shall  be  used  and  utilised  by  the  Stale  Government  for 
purposes  of  production  of  gas  and  supply  thereof  to  industrial 
undertakings,  hospitals  and  other  welfare  institutions,  to  local  authorities 
for  street  lighting  and  for  other  purposes,  if  any,  and  to  ihe  public  in 
general  for  domestic  consumption,  and  for  this  purpose  the  State 
Government  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  the  Company  under  Act  V of 
1857. 


(2)  The  Slate  Government  may  for  effectively  carrying  out  the 
purposes  of  this  Act  add,  at  its  own  cost,  to  the  undertaking  of  the 
Compony  such  new  works,  workshops,  plants,  machineries,  posts,  pipes, 
pipe-lines,  appliances,  apparatus,  accessories,  furniture,  equipments, 
stores,  lands,  buildings,  erections  or  fixtures  as  it  may  consider 
necessary. 
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7,  (l)  The  Stale  Government  may,  if  it  so  thinks  fit,  aL  any  Lime 

wiihin  the  period  of  five  years  referred  Lo  in  seel  ion  4,  "acquire  ihe 
undertaking  of  the  Company  by  notification  published  in  the  Official 
Gazette  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act, 

(2)  On  the  publication  of  the  notification  under  sub-scction  (1),  the 
undertaking  of  the  Company  shall,  on  and  from  the  beginning  of  Lhe  day 
on  which  the  notification  is  so  published,  vest  absolutely  in  the  State 
Government  free  from  all  incumbrances. 

3{2A)  On  the  vesting  of  Lhe  undertaking  of  the  Company  in  lhe  State 
Government,  lhe  provisions  of  clauses  (c)  and  (d)  of  section  4 shall 
continue  lo  have  effect  as  if  the  limitation  regarding  the  period  of  five 
years  or  the  period  till  the  acquisition  of  the  undertaking  of  the  Company 
were  not  mentioned  in  that  section. 
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:(2B)  Every  person  employed  in  connection  with  the  undertaking  of 
the  Company  and  continuing  in  office  immediately  before  the  date  of 
vesting  of  the  undertaking  of  the  Company  in  the  Slate  Government 
under  sub-section  (2)  shall  be  employed  by  the  Slate  Government  on 
such  terms  and  conditions  (not  being  less  advantageous  than  what 
they  were  entitled  to  immediately  before  such  date)  as  may  be  determined 
by  the  State  Government  and  until  his  employment  is  terminated  or 
until  such  terms  and  conditions  arc  duly  altered  by  the  State  Govern- 
ment by  rules  made  in  this  behalf: 

Provided  that  if  the  alteration  so  made  is  not  acceptable  to  any  such 
person,  his  employment  may  be  terminated  by  the  State  Government  on 
payment  to  him  by  the  State  Government  of  compensation  equivalent  to 
three  months'  remuneration,  if  he  is  a permanent  employee,  and  one 
month's  remuneration,  if  he  is  not  a permanent  employee. 

(3)  If  the  undertaking  of  the  Company  be  not  acquired  by  the  State 
Government  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  subjection  (if  the 
State  Government  shall,  on  the  expiry  of  the  period  of  five  years  referred 
to  in  section  4,  by  order  made  in  this  behalf,  transfer  the  management 
and  control  of  the  undertaking  lo  the  Company  after  removing  or 
disposing  of  such  additions  to  the  undertaking  as  may  have  been  made 
by  the  Slate  Government  at  iis  own  cost  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  sub-section  (2)  of  section  6,  unless  the  Company  agrees  to  pay  the 
amount  being  the  cost  of  such  additions  less  such  depreciation  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  or,  in  the  absence  of  agreement,  determined  by  a Tribunal 
appointed  for  Lhe  purpose.  The  amount  so  agreed  upon  or  determined 
shall  be  paid  by  the  Company  to  the  Slate  Government  within  such  time 
as  may  be  agreed  upon  or  allowed  by  the  Tribunal  and  until  such  payment, 
the  amount  shall  be  a charge  on  the  undertaking  of  the  Company.

SJil0u‘  control  under  section  3,  or  acquisition  under  section  7,  of  the  under- 

taking of  the  Company,  there  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  Government  to 
the  Company  compensation  to  be  determined  under  sub-sccircm  (2), 
in  accordance  with  the  following  principles,  namely: — 

(a)  in  the  case  of  the  taking  over  of  the  management  and  control 
of  the  undertaking  of  the  Company,  the  annual  compensation 
payable  shall  be  a sum  representing  the  average  of  the  net 
annual  income  of  the  undertaking  of  the  Company  over  u, 
period  of  three  accounting  years  ending  in  June.  1960; 

[b)  in  the  case  of  acquisition  of  the  undertaking  of  the  Company, 
the  compensation  payable  by  the  State  Government  shall  be 
a sum  representing  eight  times  the  average  net  income  of 
the  undertaking  of  the  Company  over  a period  of  five  complete 
years  preceding  the  year  in  which  the  undertaking  of  the 
Company  has  been  transferred  to  the  State  Government 
under  clause  (a)  of  section  4 for  Ihc  purpose  of  management 
and  control. 

Explanation, — In  this  sub-section,  “net  annual  income  of  the 
undertaking  of  the  Company'1  means  the  difference  between  the  amount 
of  gross  revenue  receipts  and  olher  general  receipts  accountable  in  the 
assessment  of  Indian  income-tax  arising  From,  and  ancillary  or  incidental 
to,  the  business  of  the  Company  and  the  amount  of  expenditure  incurred 
on  the  following — 

(a)  rents,  rales  and  taxes, 

(b)  interest  on  loans  and  security  deposits, 

(c)  maintenance  and  repair, 

(d)  collection  charges, 

(e)  cost  of  management,  including  the  remuneration  of 
Managing  Agents,  if  any, 

(I)  other  expenses  admissible  under  the  law  for  Ihc  lime  being 
in  force  in  the  assessment  of  Indian  income-tax  and  arising 
from,  and  ancillary  or  incidental  to,  the  business  of  the 
Company.

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(2)  The  compensation  payable  in  respect  of  the  taking  over  under 
section  3 of  the  management  and  control,  or  in  respect  of  the  acquisition 
under  sub-section  (1)  of  section  7,  of  the  undertaking  of  the  Company  or 
[he  amount  payable  by  the  Company  under  sub-section  (3)  of  section  7 
for  the  additions  made  by  the  State  Government  at  its  own  cost  to  the 
undertaking  of  the  Company  shall  be  determined  by  a Tribunal  which 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  State  Government  consisting  of  a person 
who  is  or  has  been  a Judge  of  a High  Court,  or  a District  Judge  or  an 
Additional  Disirict  Judge  and  such  Tribunal  shall  make  an  award  in 
rcspcci  of  the  compensation  so  determined 

(3)  The  Slate  Government  may  appoint  one  or  more  persons 
possessing  knowledge  of  any  matter  relating  to  the  inquiry  to  assist  the 
Tribunal  in  determining  the  compensation. 

(4)  The  Tribunal  shall  have  the  powers  of  a civil  court  while  trying 

aci  v0r  suits  under  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  1908,  in  respect  of  the  following 
J90S.  matters: — 

(a)  summoning  and  enforcing  the  attendance  of  any  person  and 
examining  him  on  oath, 

(b)  requiring  the  discovery  and  production  of  documents, 

(c)  receiving  evidence  on  affidavits,  and 

(d)  issuing  commissions  for  (he  examination  of  witnesses  or 
documents. 

(5)  Any  party  aggrieved  by  the  award  of  the  Tribunal  made  under 
sub-section  (2)  may  appeal  to  the  High  Court  within  thirty  days  from  the 
date  of  such  award. 

9,  (t)  In  the  case  of  the  taking  over  of  the  management  and  Manner  of 

control  of  the  undertaking  of  the  Company,  the  State  Government  shall  payment  of 
pay  to  the  Company  the  amount  of  the  compensation  determined  under  sSl*1 
section  8 in  cash — 

(a)  in  respect  of  the  period  prior  to  the  date  of  the  award, 
within  sixty  days  from  the  dale  of  the  award  made  by  the 
Tribunal,  or,  as  the  case  may  be,  from  the  date  of  the  order  of 
the  High  Court  in  the  case  of  an  appeal,  and 

(b)  thereafter,  annually  on  the  close  of  the  year  in  rcspcci  of 
which  the  compenation  is  payable. 

(2)  In  the  case  of  acquisition  of  the  undertaking  of  the  Company,  as 
soon  as  possible  after  the  date  of  the  award  made  by  the  Tribunal,  or,  as 
the  case  may  be,  the  date  or  the  order  of  the  High  Court  in  the  case  of  an 
appeal,  the  State  Government  shall  pay  to  the  Company  the  amount  of 
compensation  determined  under  section  8 in  bonds  carrying  interest  at 
the  rate  of  three  per  centum  per  annum  with  effect  from  the  '[date  of 
visting  of  the  undertaking  of  the  Company  under  sub-section  (2)  of 
section  7]  and  payable  in  twenty  equal  annual  instalments:

10.  ( l ) The  State  Government  may  make  'rules  for  carrying  out  ihe 

purposes  of  this  Act. 

(2)  In  particular,  and  without  prejudice  lo  the  generality  of  the 
foregoing  provision,  such  rules  may  provide  for  any  or  all  of  the  following 
matters,  namely: — 

(a)  the  manner  of  service  of  the  copy  of  ihe  notification  under 
section  3 on  the  Company, 

-(aa)  the  terms  and  conditions  of  service  of  persons  employed  in 
the  undertaking  of  the  Company  and  referred  to  in  sub- 
section (2B)  of  section  7, 

(b)  the  procedure  to  be  followed  by  the  Tribunal  in  determining 
the  amount  of  compensation  under  section  8,
